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THE Fifth principle of the doarine of Chrift, © 
comnoed from No. VI. page rgs. 

“EV. I am té flew how the juft will be raifed. The 
neW teftament mentions the manner of the RESURRECTION 
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in a flriking and familiar manner. This has employed 
the minds of many, and by not attending to what is faid 
there, the fuibject has been treated in fuch an unfkilful way, 
that many have thought it a thing incredible for God to 
raifé the dead. Some have fuppofed, if a hand was cut 
off in one country, a foot in another, and the body bur- 
ied in another, at the resurgection the bones would fly 
in the air, and meet the body to be united; this has led 
many to treat the resurrection with ridicule. As Paul 
has defcribed the refurrection,there is no difficulty concer- 
ming the manner in which the dead will be raifed. 
Fle fays, 1 Cor. xv. 35, 36, 37, 38) 42,43, 44) 45> 
45, 47, 48, 49, ‘But fome an will fay, how are the 
dead railed up? And with what body do they come? 
Thow fool, that which thou foweft is not quickened ex- 
cept it die; and that which thou foweft, thou foweft not 
that body that fhall be, but bare grain, it may chance of 
wheat, or offome other grain; but God giveth it a body 
as it hath pleafed him, and to every feed his own 
_bedy; fo alfois the refurreétion of the dead ; it is fown 
in corruption, it is raifed in incorruption ; it is fown in 
difhonor, it is raifed in glory ; it is fown in weaknefs, it 
is railed in power ; it is fown a natural body, it is raifed 
a f{piritual body. There is a natural body, and there is 
a fpiritual body ; and fo it is written, the frft man Adam, 
was made a living foul; the laft Apam was made a quic- 
kening fpirit. Howbeit, that was not firft which is {piri- 
tual, but that which is natural ; and afterward that which 
is {piritual. ‘The frit man és of the earth, earthy ; the 
fecond man és the Lord from heaven. As és the earthy, 
fach are they alfo that are earthy ; and as is the heaven- 
ly, fuch are they alfo that are heavenly. And as we 
haye borne the image of the earthy ; we fhall alfo bear 
the imape of the heavenly.” 
*This quotation is a defcription of the refurreétion of 
the ju‘ only ; if this is a defcription of all men, there ts 


no iuch thing as the refurreion of the unjuft. The faints” 


will put on immortality at the refurre@ion, but the wicked 
never will poflefs immortality; but will utterly perifh io 
their Gwa corruptions. ; 
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The referrection of the juft is here defcribed m a beaw- 
tiful and engaging manner. The queftion in Paul’s day 
was, “‘ how are the dead raifed up, and with what body 
do they come ?” This he has anfwered by the fimiluude 
of grain that is fown. . 

1. He fays, verfe 36, ** That which thou fowef, is 
not quickened except itdie.” This is familiar to every 
perfon who is acquainted with fowing grain. When the 
man fows his feed in the earth, he expects it will die, be- 
fore it rifes, or comes up out of the earth. It corrupts, 
and is feen no more,—fo it will be with this mortal body, 
which is fown in the earth, it dies and turns to corruption. 

2. Panl fays, verfe 37, “ And that which thou foweft, 
thou fowelt not that body that fhall be, but bare grain, it 
may chance of wheat, or fome other grain ; but God giv- 
eth it a body as it hath pleafed him, and to every feed his 
own body.” wt aie 

This part of the fimilitude is plain 5 the grain which 
is fown is not that grain the hufbandman expeéts at the 
harvelt. Paul fays it may ¢hance of wheat or fome other 
grain; he means, whether a man fows wheat, rye, or bar- 


ley, he does not expect that again; but if he fows a4 


he expcts wheat @gain ; if he fows rye he expects ry 3 


he fows barley he expects barley; becaufe God gives to 


every feed his own body. A man would be a fool tofow 
tares and expect a crop of wheat from it ;or to fow barley 
and expecta harvelt of rye. According to what a man 
foweth that fhall he reap. The refurreétion of the faints 
will be in the fame manner as the fowing of grain, to be 
quickened and raifed up again. The body which is fown 
in the earth will not be raifed again, but one from that as 
the wheat is raised from the wheat which is fown. .It 
appears plain from Paul’s account of the refurrection, that 
there is a feed in the body which will be preferved until 
the refurrection, which will then produce a fpiritual body. 
He mentions that “ bare grain” ts fown; if a man fhould 
take the root, {traw, head and chaff, of wheat, and fow it 
all, he would have no more wheat at the harvef, than 


thouch he fowed the bare corns of whéat; it is the feed 


which will produce another body, not the ftraw and chaff. 
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After Paul has mentioned the fimilitude of the grain, 
he fays, verfe 42, ** So alfo is the refurreétion from the 
dead.” How? Asthe bare grain is foon to produce 
another body, from that which dies and is left behind. 
He adds ia the following verfes, the difference between 
that body which is fown, and that which will be raifed in 
four particulars ; 

1. ** It is fown in corruption ; it is raifed in incorrup- 
tion.” The firft part of this we all know; when.the body 
is fown in the earth it isa loathfome lump of corruption. 
The beauty, life, and ftrength of it isall gone, and even 
the fight of it caufes grief. 

How different, at-the time when.it is raifed in in- 


‘corruption ! when from that\corruptible body fhall arife 


its own body incorruptible to die no more ! This is the 
body which it will feem good for God to give. When 
we fee the hufbandman cait his feed into the earth, it is 


“often in tears doubting whether he fhall havea crop; but 
* they which fow in tears, fhall reap in joy. O what joy 


will if@be to the faints who have fown a coryuptible body 
of a brother or fifteran the earth, to fee at the coming of 


“Jefas an incorruptible body producedsfrom the one fown 
‘im Corruption! Sorrow not O believer for them.who fleep 


in Jefus as thofe who have no hope. 

2. * It is fown in difhonor ;. it is raifed in glory.”— 
The difhonor in which the bodies of the faints are fown, is 
plain. The ungodly rejoice to fee them dead, yea, they 
have toned, beheaded, and fawn them afunder—-burnt 
them-—ground them to powder—-thrown them to wild 


- beafls—burnt them for nightly illuminations, and heaped 


all the réproach upon them at their death, that was pofli- 
- At the fowing of the body every tittle of honor is 
snie—the father,the hufband,the brother, the friend, the 
ng, and every thing which was honorable, is {tripped of. 






‘The. orphan in tears fays, J dave no father, the widow, * I. 
have no hufband? ” difhonor indeed. ‘Though this be- 


true, yet * It is raifed in glory,” All the glory and hon- 


or which God can beltow, will be given at the refurrec- 


tion of the juft. They will when railed be fafhioned like 
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fons of God—the children of the refurreétion, and diene 
more. ©O, who would not be willing to die in difhonor to 
be-raifed in fuch glory as this!! All this and more than 
tongue or pen can defcribe. 

3. * It isfown in weaknefs ; it israifed in power.” — 
When the body is fown, all the ftrength is gone ;—wno 
ftrenath to walk, handle, hear, fee or {peak ; all'is fealed 
up in quiet repofe until the upright in the morning fhall 
have the dominion. With what power will it be raifed, 
when equal to the angles, everlalting ftrength will’ be 
theirs, ftrong and powerful to praife, adore and honor 
their king forever. 


4. “ It is fown a natural body; itis raifed a fpiriteal 
body.’ —This body is a®natural or-animal body ; fubjeé: 


to the famethings which the bodies of the bealts are ; cold, 
heat, hunger, thirft, ficknefs and death are common to 
man and beafts here, and as to the body what has a man 
above the bealts ? all goto one place—all return to the 
duft. All came fromthe duft. So the bodies of the 


Saints are fown ; but when raifed they will be fpiritual,and ‘ 


all life, fupportediby the fpirit of God forever: ‘The nat- 
ural body is ported from nature, the fpiritual body.

tional. He tells us, verfe 44, that the firfl man was ah

He {peaks of it as a given point that all the faints by na- 
ture were like the earthy Adam, verfe 48, “As is the 
earthy fuch are they alfo that are earthy.’? Tohis is cer- 
tain, that children are like their parents: All men bear 
the image of the earthy or firftt man. As this is true; fo 
all who believe in Jefus will at the refur@ection bear the 
image of Chrilt in their bodies, as certainly as they, in 
fome degree, bear the image of Chrift in their fouls now. 

Fe days, verfe 49, “And as we have borne the image 
of the earthy,we fhall alfo bear the image of the heavenly.” 

‘This argument is fairly drawn from what he had before 
Jaid down concerning the two Adams. 

His reafon why the raifed body will be incurruptible 
is given im verfe 50, “* Now this I fay brethren, that flefh 
and blood eannot inheirit the kingdom of God ; neither 
doth te: ai inherit incorruption.”? He adds verfes3, 


54> §§ ” For this corruptible muft put on incorruption, 
and B mortal muft put on immortality. So when this 
cori sptible fhall haveliine ©n incorruption, and this mor- 


tal fhall have put on immortality, then’ ll be brought to 
pafs the faying that is written, Death is fwallowed up in 
victory. O Death ! ! were is thy fting ? O grave! where 
is thy victory ” 

This laft faying will never be accomplifhed until the 
fown bodies of believers are raifed out of their graves im- 
mortal, then, and not till then can they fing the accom- 
piithment | of that faying, “ DEATH 1s SWALLOWED UP IW 
yieTory.’

Thou hatt clothed me with fkin and ficth, and 
ha(t fenced me with bones and finews. Thou haft given 
me life and favor.’”? From fuch a {mall unfitb Rantial be- 
ginming our bodies came into their_prefent. form! at the 
re{urrection of the juft, from a {mall feed will be produced 
from the earth, a Body gloricys and immortal to die no 
more, born iron the earth by the immediate power of 
Ged difplayed at the refurre@ion. The account of this 
re{urrection given by Paul is rational and removes all the 
difficulties from my mind, which have ever remained 
while reading defcriptions of it given by philofophers and 
other unin{pired men. 

In this world I fee things which are as myfterious as 
Paul’s.account of the refurrection. The worm which 
produces a butterfly, is as Rriking fimilitude of the refur- 
rection, as any thing I now thinkof.

Here they 
appear asa worm and no man, like the worm Jacob, they 
move flowly from place to place, unnoticed by thofe who 
have their portion here ;. viewed by them as loathfome as 
the worm which they cannot endure in their houfes—after 
living a. ew years | in the world they appear to die, but the 
feed remains ; they lie intheir graves for a little feafon ;

worms: will appear like the angels each of whom had fix 
wings. In this glorious form they will fly in open air, 
and enjoy all the perfume and {weets of Sharon’s rofe and 
the lilly @f the valley in one eternal day of glory, when 
the wicked thall.ceafe from troubling and the: weary are 
at reft. A friend of mine told me that when he was in 
the eaftern country, as-he walked out one day in a fhady 
ea obferved under a large leaf a fmall bunch w hich 
fuppofed contained an infeah he took off the leaf and 
founc Piece was life within ; curiofity led. him to carry it 
home to fee what that-would procuegithe next {pring. He 
laid itin a drawer in his cheft where it remained until 
fpring.

There is not one 
place in all the {criptures which mentions the immortality 
of the wicked ; but tothe contrary.”” They that fow to. 
the flefh fhall of.the flefh reap corruption, and they. fhall 
utterly perifhin their own corruption.” The wicked will 
not have eternal life, nor eternal mifery ; there is not fuch 
an expreflion as eternal mifery in all the word. of God. 
The general idea among men is this, either that the wick-, 
ed will all after the rc/urrection be eternally miferable, 
or elfe. be all finally reftored- to. eternal ,happinefs.— 

Both of thefe ideas are.unfcriptural. The wicked will. 
not be eternally. miferable, nor eternally happy. Aifter: 
they are raifed and judged, they will die again both, 
foul and body, and be no more forever. This is called: 
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the. fecond dsath, hecaufe they will die the fecond time. 
We are told when this fecond death will be, what it is, and 
who will die this death, in Rev. xx. 14, “And death and 
hell were caft into the lake of fire, this is the fecond death.”

An account of the manner in which Elder Danier Hix, 
Elder Youn Lawrence, Lider Ina Puivies, with the 
church to which they belonged, came out form theBaptifi de- 
nomination, inte the name and order of the New Teflament, 


laft March, 1807. 


Pervious to their coming out, they 
were called freewill Baptifts, holding to what is cal- 
led open communion,& belonging to the Groton union con- 
ference, or in other words, an affociation of churches ; this 
conference held a correfpondence with the Warren aflocia» 
tion. ‘Thefe three minifters who belonged to the Dart- 
mouth church, were for {ome time before they cameout, 
convinced that there were feveral things held and pra 
tifed among the Baptifts, contrary to the New 2 
ment, and as they believed Chrift to be the only lawgiv-. 
er,they felt bound to come out from all unfcriptural prac- 
tices, and from thofe who pra¢tifed them ; according to 
this direction,—“ Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye feparate, faith the Lord, and touch not 
the unclean thing, and I will receive you.” 






The following is the fubftance of what Elder Hix wrote, and 
read to the church, after he and the others bad contluded ‘to 
come out from the Baptif? denomination. [All the church, 
(which confifted of between 4 and 500 members ,) came out 
with him, excepting two-males, and three females.] 


“ Beloved Brethren, 
HAVING pafied through various. trials, fince 


I have known the religion af Chrift.in my foul, and par-” 









ticularly this year paft, in which time they have been dif 
ferent from what I ever cxperienced:before,and on whitht

This {pirit which regenerates and renews,—teachés, and 
leads into all truth. John vi. 45, ‘ And they fhali all 
be taught of God, every man therefore that hath heard 
and learnt of the Father, cometh to me.’”? This divine 
teaching is from God, and thofe who hear what God fays, 
ang learn what God teaches every one who is willing to 
learn of him, will fee himfelf a finner, and in need of a 
Saviour. Having learnt that they are Sinners, they are 
lead to repent of fin, and to turn to the Lord who wi! 

Mercy,.and to our God who will abundanily ihe, 
don. Seeing themfelves finners, and helplefs, they are 
lead to cry to the Lord for help, who is a prefent help in 
trouble to all who diligently feek him. To fuch as hear, 
learn,tepent, : and look toGod for ety? greatett encour- 
agement is given ; Matth. vii. 7, 8,‘* Afk, and it fhall be 
given you; feek, and ye fhall find; knock, and it fhall 
be opened unto you ; for every one that afketh, receiveth ; 
and he that feeketh, findeth, and to him that knocketh it 
fhall be opened.” Thus it‘is written, and bleffed be God, 
it. will ever ftand true, that “ whofoever fhall call on the 
name of the Lord fhall be faved.”’ 

When the thief on the crofs calledon the name of 
the Lord, he found falvation ; and foon experienced the 
glory of Paradife. When a finner hears, believes, and 
depends entirely on Chrift for falvation, he is then obedient 
to the faith ; and is then faved by him, in whom he be- 
lievés, according to Hebrews'¥. 9, “ And being made 
perfect, he became the author of eternal falvation, unto 

all them that obey him. This falvation is great, it is 
. from fin, guilt, condemnation, and the wrath to come; it 
_ brings them into the enjoyment of God, and leads them 
“te'Obedience, and to look for that blefled hope and gra- 
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cieus apperance of the great God and our faviour Jefus 
Chritt. 

Thofe who were thus faved were called di/cipies, be-> 
caufe they learnt of Chirft—and believers,becaute they be- 
lieved in God and imChrift. Being believers unto falva- 
tion, they were as fuch commanded to be baptized. Acts 
ii. gt, ‘ Then they that gladly received his word were 
baptized.” Thoie-believers who were baptized ; were bur- 
ied in baptifm, Rom. vi. 4gm‘* Therefore we are, buried 
with him by baptifm, &c.” Baptifm did not add believers 
to the church of Chrift: he addedthem. Aés ii. 47, 
‘And the Lord added to the church daily fuch as fhould 
be faved.”” When they were born again, they were born 
into the church, or kingcom. E.very perfon born again 
is in Chrift’s church : baptifm is a command which to 
be fubmitted too, by thofe who are in the church of 

hriftt. There isno law ima kingdom whichwextends 
to thofe who are out of the kingdom. When a perfon is 
tranflated into the kingdom of Chriit by ee: the» 
firft thing required of him is baptifm. — 7 
Thofe who were called difciple “5 and. belicverss Batre 
they were baptized, were-after baptifm, called curisTians, 
becaufe, being baptized into Chrift,uhey put on his name, 
as his property. Gallatians iii. 27, “ For as many of 
you as have been baptized into Chrift, have put on 
Chrilt.” It isfaid Acts xi. 26, “ And the difciples were 
called euaistians firftin Antioch.” By this fame they 
were diltinguithed from» all other people under heaven. 
This is the name the followers of the lamb loved in an- 
cient days, and this is the only name they now ought to 
bear, and holdin high efteem, as the name whith 
binds them to depart ‘from iniquity. Thofe who were 
diftinguifhed by this name, being taught of God to love 
each other, manifetted it by giving themfelves to the Lord, 
and each other by the will of God, to watch over each 
other, to live foberly, righteoufly and godly, i in this pre- 
fent evil world. There was a glorious union among 
them calledthe unity of the fpirit,* Eo — unite 
that truth which the one dpirit Kad she ahi 
nity is recorded in Eph, iv. 45°, 
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atid one fpitit,even as ye are called in one hopeof your cal- 
ling; one Lord, one faith, qne ‘baptifm,one God,and Father 
of all, who is above all, and through all, and in you all.” 
Thofe Chriilians thusunited,and gathered in Chrilt’s name 
were called a church, whether there-were few or many. 
In this church called curistians, there were a diverfity 
of gifts, 1 Cor. vii. 4.28. “ Now there are diverfities of 
gifts, but the fame {pirit. “ And God hath fet fome in 
the church, firft apoftles, fecondarily, prophets ; thirdly, 
teachers ; after that miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diverfities of tongues.” In Rom. 12, Paul 
has told us how each of thefe gifts are to be improved for 
the edifying of the body of Chrift. Singing, praying, 
preaching,exhorting,&c. is enjoined on thofe who are ca!- 
led CHRISTIANS. 

As there has been fome contention in churches con- 
cerning finging, I will fay a few words upon the fubjec. 
Singing, is What belongs to the church, and it belongs to 
them to lead tthis part of worfhip, and they ought to 
obtaigifuch information, ds to enable them to fing with 
the fpirit and wniderftandisg alfo, that this as well as other 
parts of worfhip may be done with that decency and or- 
der which Paul has directed his brethren to attend too. 
As to thofe who are not believers in Chrift, it is their du- 
ty to attend public _worfhip, and to give all poffible atten- 
tion to the word preached, and when the church prays 
let them rife, or kneel with the church, and defire with 
all their hearts that the Lord:may have mercy on them. 
I think no c#eistian can forbid their doing this, and 
if any are-difpoied to join their voices in fingingwhen the 
churel: fings, there ought never to be any contention on 
that account. 

I fhall now add a few words concerning the rovern- 
ment of the church of Chrift. This under Chrift belongs 
t@the male members. Paul fays, 1 Cor. xiii, 34. “ Let 
your women keep filence in the church.” This does not 
mean that they fhall not pray, praife God, and teftify of 
his goodnefs ; for Mary magnified the Lord ; Evizaneri 
was filled with the HolyGhoft;& {pake with a loud voice. 
From this and many other places it is plain that the filters 
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took a part in the worfhip and in the work enjoimgd on 
the churches. It is-certain that much good has been 
done when women have ftood in their lot, and improved 
by prayer, finging, and exhorting others to’turn to God ; 
but when they undertake to lead, or to take a part im 
the government of the church, it generally ends in confa- 
fion; hence Paul*fays, “ Let. the woman learn in filence 
with all fubje@ion ; but I fuffer not a womam to teach, nor 
to ufurp authority over the man, but to be in filence.’’ 

To conclude....Frommthe feriptures it is plain that 
all men are in a helplefs firuation,and that their help mutt | 
come from God only ; and that thofe who are faved, are a, 
faved by grace through faith ; ‘This falvation is through + 
faith in the blood of the Lamb. It is plain thatthofewho 99% 
were thus faved, were before being baptized called be- Ric 
lievers, and afterwards curisTians, avd being united in 7” 
one body, were confidered thegnurch of the living God. 
All which, any denomination have more thanthefethings — 
are wrong, and ferve to Keepup a feparation among the 
children of God; therefore my brethren, Jet us leave all 
thefe unfcriptural things behind, and take the mame. re- 
corded in the New Teltament; let us fee that our lives 
agree with the law of Chrift our leader, whofe name we 
name ; in fo doing all feparations Will céafe, prejudices. 
will fall, unity love and peace wiil take place, and glory 
fhall dwell in our land. 7 

Dear Brethren....[ have not written thefe things 
as articles, or covenants. If fuch were never comffianded & 
by Chrift, neither wefe they known in the days of thea- 
poftles; therefore they ought to be laid alide and the 
New Teftament confidered the only rule for new born 
fouls to walk by ; thefe who want more than the New 7. § 
Teltament, are certainly wrong, and are faying by this 
that the great lawgiver, is deficient, in giving no more 
rule for his followers, 

On my part ome. I do not mean to break any 
fellowfhip with the children of God who do not fee thefe ~ 
things as I do, for I enjoyed a blefling before I was lead 
into thefe thingie; but Lshave enjoyed more fince. When 


i firlt viewed thefe things, Idhrunk back, and thoughs 
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nevérto make them known, knowing what I muft meet 
with from’my brethren who were not willing to leave 
unfcriptural things behind ; but being preffed in fpirit to 
hold up thefe things to my brethren,1 have had greater 
trials than whenT was firft called to preach the Gofpel ; 
but as Jofeph faid to his brethren, fo I’fay to you, “ I 
fear God,” which is more to me than all other things I 
have to fear,

longed to, agreed to come out from the “ Baptif onder,’ — 
where they belonged, and to give up the name oJ spithss 
with their articles, and all things, which were not found 
in the new teftament. ‘To do this, they found they maft 
call themfelves Curistrans, infteadof Bapii/iss vad as 
there was nofuch thing as an aflociation of churches un- 
der the name of the Greton-union conferencgy which differed 
from an: aflociation of churches; only in name; they 
found they muft drop that, with the miffonary plan, which 
originated inthe church 6f Rome. Doing all this, made 
no fmall ftir among thofe minifters who chofe thefe things, 
rather than the new teftament: As they had invited t

After- 
his fermon there were feveralprayers and exhortations,. 
with confiderable finging ; efpeeially after the great minifi- 
ers were gone out. In the-intermiflion, the-great min- 
iters appeared much difturbed, particularly refpecting 
Smith, whom they feemed to confider as the caufe of their 
trouble.

There is nothing in this account, which looks as 
though God hated the man Efau; and the whole of his 
hiftory proves hima profperous man. Jacob called him 
lord, when he came to meet him with 400 men. At 
that time Efau was fo rich, that he told facob he had 
enough. The prophecy fpeaks of the pofterity of Efau, 
and not the man Efau.. Edom faith, we are impoverith- 
ed, we will build, &c. It is plain that the pofterity of 
Efau ferved the pofterity of Jacob, and that the elder na- 
tion ferved the younger nation ;—it is faid that Efau, 
fhould be called: the people againft whom the Lord hath 
indignation forever. 


Many fuppofe that the man Jacob was blefled, and 
the man Efau curfed by their father ; but Paul had a ve- 
ry different idea of the matter; Heb. xi. 20, ** By faith 
Ifaac BLESSED JACOB and Esau concerning. things to 
come.”’ ‘T’o know what this blefling wes which Jacob 
and Efau received from their father ; read Genefis xxvii. 
28, 29, “* Therefore, God give thee of the dew of heav- 
en, and the fatnefs of the earth, and plenty of corn and 
wine ;-let people ferve thee, and nations bow down to 
thee ; be lord over thy brethren, and let thy mother’s 
fons bow-down to thee; curfed be every one that ‘curfeth 


thee ; and blefled be every one that bleffeth thee.’’? This - 


is the blefling Jacob received from his father. We will 
now look.at Efau’s blefling from his father. Verfes 39, 
40, * And Efau his father anfwered, and faid unto him, 
beh@ld, thy: dwelling fhall be the fatnefs of the earth,

thou live, and thalt ferve thy brother; and it fhall

Which blefiing is the moft valuable ? the dew of - 


lreaven and plenty of corn and wine? or the fatnefs of 
the earth, and the dew of heaven? I fee no-difference-at 
all. In this-part one blefling was equal to the other. 

3. People were to ferve Jacob, and nations to bow be- 
fore hirn, to be lord over his own brethren, (not over his 
brother,).and his mother’s fons, (not fon. Efau, but his 
pofterity ) and every one to receive 2 blefling that blefled 
him, and acurfe if they curfed, him. 

4. Efau’s bleffing was,.to live by his fword, to ferve 
his brother, and at laft to have the dcminien, and brake 
his brother’s yoke from off his neck, and be wholly free 
from any fubjectionto him. Ifone blefling is above aa- 
other it appears to me that the blefling on Efau was the 
greateft ; be this as it may; it is certain, that Efau had 
a blefling after he fold his birthright to Jacob for a mor- 
felof meat.. Every perfon ought to remember that when. 
Ifaac bleffled Jacob and Efau, it was concerning things to 
come,thefe bleflings had reference. to the tawo mations, ands 
not the fawo men. 

When Panl mentioned Jacob and Efau in Rom. ix. 
it was not.to prove that God loved and hated his crea- 
tures before they had done good or evil ; but.to fhew the 

Jews, that-bleflings came on Jews and Gentiles through 
grace, and not through works. He afks ifthe Jews are 
better than the Gentiles, and fays.no, in no wile, for we 
have before proved both Jews-and Gentiles that they are 
all under. fin. He. mentions, the purpofe of God accor- 
ding to Election ; which was, not of works, but.of him 
that calleth, He proved that.the Jews muft be faved by 
grace and_not works ;, by. fhewing. that there was-noth- 
ing in Jacob or Efan to influence the Lord to make: a 
great and favoured nation of Jacob, inftead’ of Efau.

IAM informed that about four years ago, Dr. 
Morfe was appointed by the mifflionary fociety, or fome 
ather human authority, to goto the Shoa/s to fet in order 
the things that were wanting, and give fome kind of law 
or regulations to the people. When he came there he 
faw feveral things which he thought needed rectifying ; 
among the reft, he found a man who fome years before 
had been married to a woman in Rye; his wife refuted 
to live on the Sho. Is with him; but was willing to live 
with her hafband in Rye, or any other place, excepting 
the S4oa/s. As fhe would not live with*him, he took a- 
nother woman. The man lived with her without being 
divorced from his wife. She had two or three children 
by him when the Dr. came there. As they had not 
been married, the Br. thought it beft to marry them. 
The man had then a wife in Rye— they were never pub- 
lifhed—there was’no certificate—the Dr. was out of his 
own town and county, (If think)—it was.contrary to 
the law of God andthe State of Maflachufetts, for them 
to live together, and yet the Dr. inftead of faying, /Le 
whom thou now haftis-not thy wife, declared them lawful 
hufband and wife, and ‘likely faid, *“ What God has 
joined together, let not man put afunder.” After he 
had married them he recorded it with his own hand on 


“the town book, where he mentions that he did it to pre- 
——— fin, or to that amount.

Maffachufetts, whether this man is like the Bifhop of 
Rome, who declares himfelf above all laws human or 
divine.

An uncommon bird, found to be a Columbarius. 


FOR fome years paft it has been faid, that an un- 
common Picron, has been feen in the lower part of 
Newhamphhire ; and of late ‘it ts found to be a Co_um- 
sarius;* {That is, Pickeon-Hawx.] Several circum- 
ftances concur, to prove him a Pigzon- Hawk, and nota 
Piczon. It was faid that a fingle individual made the 
difeovery ; by obferving that he was fond of unclean fleth ; 
inttead of pure brain. Afterwards feveral obferved sthe 
fame thing. This made fome alarm, as it was thought 
that he would be dangerous, to the young flocks which 
were growing in the neighbourhood. The confequence 
of this alarm was, a number of men who profeffed tobe 
ikilled ia Ornithology, were fent to determine wnether 


the Cocumparius was dangerous to the neighbourhood, . 


or not. it was agreed upon by them, that the /ou/r im 
the neighbourhood were expofed byhisrefidingim thatpart 
of the country. From this we may conclude that the 
Co_umpaaius, will be in danger of being Mot, unlefs the 
firing of a gun fhould fo alarm him, as to caufe him to 
quit the country. 

The following defcription of the Corumbarivs, is 
given by a gentleman {killed in Ornithology,which proves 
that he above is of that fpecies. 


The bill is black, at the point, and whiteifh at the 


bafe, Theeyes are yellow. All'the upper part of the 
body and wings are brown, (or what fome would ‘call, 
black) the feathers reach almoft dewnto the feet. In 


* This creature is called Columbarius, becaufe be is found; 
only in one place in Cohurmbla, or Americn,§S is of bbe F alee, or 


hawk hind. 
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May it appears on the banks of the river; but towards 


‘winter it retires to the fouthward. It feeds on fmall birds, 


and if any perfon fees him, he flies and makes a great 
It forms his neft'in hollow trees ; which is 
made of fticks and lined with feathers. It feeds on pigeon: 
and the young of wild furkies. 

Lt has a fmall head, yellow eyes, long neck, lang flim bedy 
and {mall long legs,and on the whole is Jo different from an in- 
wocent Pig zen that any petfon to come in' fight of hin may dif- 
cover the difference, between this animal and other inhodent 
creatures. 

His uncommon appetite for fe/>, was what led on 
this difcovery, which doubtlefs will be the’ means of pre- 
ferving the lives of many, who otherwife might have fal- 
len a-prey to him.
